Closing 

The Town of Vulcan has op- 
po> d an application by the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway to the Board 
of Transport Commissioners to 
close the Vulcan station. 

In a letter to C. W. Rump, sec¬ 
retary of the Board of Transport 
Commissioners, Vulcan mayor M. 
R. Morrison said: 

. . we cannot see how the 
past degree of service can be main¬ 
tained without a local station 
agent. Vulcan is one of the largest 
grain shipping points in Alberta 
and there will no doubt be many 
complications with the farmers 
and grain elevator men that could 
be handled much more satis¬ 
factorily by having a local agent to 
discuss the matters with and iron 
out difficulties.” Difficulties were 
also forseen in the handling of 
express, passengers, baggage and 
freight. 

The letter acknowledges the 
board’s notice of hearing, set for 
May 12 and to be held at Leth¬ 
bridge, and states that Vulcan “is 
of the opinion that any such hear¬ 
ing should be held in the local 
centres concerned, rather than in 
a centralized point such as Leth¬ 
bridge." . 

Mayor Morrison concludes the 
letter to the board with the fol¬ 
lowing statement: “We believe 
that the board of transport com¬ 
missioners should be very hesitant 
in granting approval of the said 
appl ication."

Total revenue last year was 
$203,080. Revenue for 1965 is ex¬ 
pected to be $207,990. Last year 
it was necessary to use up an 
$18,000 surplus carried forward 
from the previous year, but this 
year there are no such extra funds 
available.

It was moved and carried that the 
county engage an extra full-time 
teacher for the Brant School for 
the ensuing term. 

It was moved and carried that 
the village school representatives 
who are not members of the 
County School Committee toe sent 
copies of the minutes of the school 
committee meetings. 

A report was given to the com¬ 
mittee that a meeting had been 
held in the county office on Wed¬ 
nesday, April 7, of the village 
representatives, and discussion over 
school matters ensued. Represen¬ 
tatives present were Messrs. E. 
Burriss, G. Moses, W. Knight from 
Carmangay, R. O. Bertrand from 
Milo. R. Hanna frm Lomond was 
not present. 

A number of recommendations 


wore made at the meeting, among 
which was the improvement of the 
school grounds at Milo, the build¬ 
ing of a sidewalk to handle the 
traffic from the school buses into 
the school, and other minor details. 
Mr. Knight drew attention to the 
fact that the name-plate of the 
Carmangay school had not been 
put on the new school, and re¬ 
quested that this be done. 

This was the first meeting- of 
such a committee, and it was felt 
that it served the purpose of keep¬ 
ing the village representatives 
abreast of the business which was 
being conducted and a number of 
questions were answered to the 
satisfaction of the committee 
members.

Instructions 
were given to prepare the ground 
and have the grass seed planted as 
soon as possible. _

Piles of wheat and flax were 
still smoldering Monday of this 
week as the aftermath of a fire 
which destroyed two grain eleva¬ 
tors in the hamlet .«f~ ■Herronton, 
northwest of Vulcan, on Wednes¬ 
day, April 14. Annexes to the two 
elevators were also destroyed, two 
CPR freight cars loaded with flax 
were badly damaged and two 
trucks loaded with wheat also fell 
prey io Ihe flames to bring the 
fire loss estimate to well over 
$400,000. 

Fire from an undertermined 
must had gained a good stmt in 
the upp.et reaches of the Pioneet 
elevator when the agent went 
down to open up at 7:00 a.m. He 
immediately gave thi alarm and 
then returned and removed nil the 
office records to a safe place. 
Handicapped by a short supply of 
water, fire fighters could do noth¬ 
ing to save the burning elevator 
and, fanned by a brisk wind, 
flames soon gained a hold on the 
adjacent Alberta Wheat Pool 
elevator. 

Rural fire protection trucks 
front High River and Vulcan were 
summoned and were instrumental 
in saving the nearby Alberta 
Pacific elevator and some resi¬ 
dences from Ihe flames. Due to an 
unfortunate occurence at Vulcan 
involving Ihe special fire depart¬ 
ment phones, Ihe Vulcan rural 
fire truck was half-an-hour late 
getting to the fire. (Editor's note: 
Steps have been taken to prevent 
any re-oecurence of this type of 
incident. The correct number for 
the four special fire alarm phones 
for both town and country fires 
is still 485-2222). 

Nine other CPR freight ears on 
the elevator siding were saved by 
lfc*ing pushed down the siding 
away front the fire and several 
truckloads of fertilizer were also 
saved. 

Both elevators and their annexes 
were insured. Re-building plans 
have not yet been announced.

Weil Known 
Champion Coal 
Miner Retires 

(By Champion Correspondent) 

"One thing I've done in my life 
I have helped keep a lot of 
people warm", are the words of 
Carlo Travtgliu as lie looks back 
on 34 years of operating a mine 
in the Champion district. 

Carlo Travnglia came to Canada 
from Europe in 1926 and worked 
in mines at Coalhurst and Leth¬ 
bridge before coming to Champion. 
He worked at one of the district 
mines before purchasing the mine 
site from Jay Smith in April 1931. 
It has alwayjt been known as the 
"Smith Min''.” • 

Mining was big business in those 
days and the mines in the Cham¬ 
pion district served a large district. 
At peak production over 30 miners 
were employed by Mr. Travaglia, 
and they were turning out 60 to 
70 tons of coal each day. 

In the “thirties" horses were still 
used to haui coal. Shelters for men 
and horses were provided at the 
mine, fin- sometimes the customers 
iiad to wait for coal. The mine 
owner kept feed on hand for the 
horses too. 

As late as 1950, 23 trucks have 
been lined up in the winter wait¬ 
ing to be loaded. 

In spite of his 60 some years Mr. 
Travaglia still is mining coal. He 
doesn't employ any miners now, 
but takes care of the whole oper¬ 
ation himself. 

Mr. and Mrs. Travaglia will 
move to their home in Vulcan. 
May 1, to enjoy a well deserved 
retirement.
